The new reciprocal jrade agreement 
between ""Canada and "the United 
sûtes, which gees into effect on Jan- 
uary 1, 1936, and expires December 
31, 1038, received, on the whole, the 
favorable approval of business Inter- 
ests in both countries. By this pact 
Canada agrees to make concession on 
goods accounting for three-fourths of 
United Slates dutiable ccports to 
Canada in 1029-30. Dulles are cut on 
180 commodities, some of the leading 
concessions being: Reductions on 
wheat from 30 to 12 cents a bushel; 
fann machinery, 50 per cent; Indus- 
trial machinery, lo 35 per cent; 
radios, 30 to 25 per cent; electric re- 
frigerators. Iron and steel manufac- 
tures. Magazines and potatoes arc 
placed on the free list. Reductions 
in duties on automobiles from the 
United States would come to $25 on 
a car worth $1,000. and $112.50 on a 
car bought for $1.500. The United 
Stales agreed lo grant concessions to 
Canada on 10 major commodities 
which ninounled to two-lhlrd.'s of 
IU20. Larec ictlucllflii.s were made on 
America'.^ iiiipoi'l.t from Canada in 
liiuil)cr, dairy prtxhicl.s, niul vei;eta- 
bles; and Canada received a pledge to 
keep on" the free ILst Canadian pulp- 
wood, newsprint, unmanufactured 
wnod, lobstcr.i, crude a.sljestas, and fer- 
tilizers.
